Tardy Friends are Hidden Enemies. 

There probably nevor was a move- 
ment, having for its objoct the reform 
of any existing abuscB eat on foot, 
whioh did not euggeet and ovon assist 
to call into existence opposition, 
counter movomonta, and different 
plans for reform or improvement ; this 
may in a great measure account for 
that natural superiority whioh popu- 
lar, as opposed to dospotio forms of 
government, aro almost universally al. 
lowed to possoBs. It seems to bo 
denied to mortals to livo undor any 
form of Govornmont which shall at« 
tain to perfection ; novortheloss mon 
do not weary of aiming at porfooticn, 
nor do tnoy despair of attaining such 
suporioiity as shall satisfy the expecta- 
tions of perfection as they exist with- 
in tbo minds of mortals. It is fortune 
ate that this is the onso, for in political 
science if all were contented to follow 
in ono groove, it would bo nearly im- 
possible that countries should advance 
to auy systom of govornmont approach- 
ing ovon to excollenco, for that whioi 
in the opinion of those who superin- 
tend the working of the machino, 
most nearly approaches to perfection, 
viewed from a difforout point by those 
who provide tbo means, and for whoso 
supposed benefit tbo whole systom of 
government is adjusted, sinks down 
far bolow tbo lovol of medioority. 
Now, although wo may admit that 
there is no hopo of the Convention 
achieving pcrfeotion, by moans of 
such roforms and alterations as they 
may effect in our systen of govern- 
mont, there is no reason that thoy 
should not aim at excellence, indeed 
thoy would not rightly disohargo tneir 
duty to tho pooplo woro thoy to aim 
at anything short of it. It cannot bo 
expooted that tho wholo population of 
thi3 Colony will bo undivided in their 
opinion as to tho means most calculat- 
ed to load us to tho highest oxoollenco 
that can be aobioved by any system 
of government that may bo adopted, 
but it is scarcely possiblo that opinion 
can bo divided if wo oxcopt that un- 
fortunato division of opinion which 
exists between the mombors of tho 
govornmont and tho pooplo upon the 
necossity of a radical and immediate 
chango in tho organization of publio 
affairs in tho Colony. Lot it bo grant- 
ed then that thero is sufficient unani- 
mity upon this ono starting point, and 
the so who favor Confederation will 
find their hands strengthened materi- 
ally by tho promulgation of all tho 
different theories, that can bo devised 
by those whogivo tho subjeot of reform 
any consideration whatever, thoro is 
" a'i ways duiigat' dl " tVW ssTiiiitr"ia«sfuS*o 
consideration being bestowed upon 
subjects which aro passed with so 
much unanimity, as barely to ovoko 
disoussion. With tho groat question 
of Confederation this might , bo the 
caso, if nothing woro hoard againBt it; 
tho very mon who oppose Confedera- 
tion, provided that they aro in earnest 
in desiring tho Colony to progress, will 
do good service in guarding agaiust any 
rights or privileges boing sacrificed by 
thoso strong partisans who may hap- 
pon to bo in favor of Confederation 
at any price. No doubt many shades 
of opinion will bo roprosoutod at tho 
Convention, and thoro is no fear of 
thore being any lack of discussion up- 
on tbo main questions of tho day. 
Tho moro froo the discussion tho moro 
hope will thoro bo of exoullonoo in 
the decisions arrived at ; so long as 
thoro is unanmity of action after am- 
ple ventilation of all subjects brought 
boforo tbo Convention, thero cau bo 
no loar that tho truo interests of the 
Colony will bo neglootod. Tho pooplo 
of tho Colony may safoly roly upon 
thoso who aro part and parcel of them 
thoy aro much moro likely to moot 
with straightforward dealing in publio 
life from thoso who aro Btriving for 
something beyond tho rotontion of 
tho salary of an offioe, than from those 
whoso very position and incomo de- 
ponds in a great mousurc upon tho 
will or caprice of a singlo individual, 
and who apparently have but littlo 
in tho service to which tboy bolong 
boyond tho desire to malto a good liv- 
ing out ol it upon as easy t'-'rms as 
possible, Thoro is ono class, how- 
ever, whioh tho pooplo of this Col- 
ony will havo to bowaro of — a class 
which havo not yet come to tho eor- 
inoc, but which will undoubtedly 
Bhow themselves beforo tho end of tho 
presont system arrives. Wo would 
especially caution tbo momhors of tbo 
Yalo Convention against this class— 
thoy will offer thooisolvoa to tbo oauBo 



of Confederation as friends, when thoy 
feol that it inevitable, as in all stages 
of history tboy have done to other 
good and noble causos, and they aro 
fully capable of misohief even at the 
last. Wo allude of oourso to Govern* 
mont rats ; we havo spoken of wire- 
pulling on the par* of Government 
offloials, and havo not some of us 
hoard mombors of the Government 
expressing themselves as not unfavor- 
able to ontortaining tho question of 
Confederation when the propor time 
arrives. Lot the Convention beware 
of such tardy friends, and let them 
tako aolivo and certain moans to 
coantoraot any attemps on tho part 
of suoh mon to influence tho Colonial 
offico whon tho ohango in our consti* 
tution is in progress, they must be 
steadily watohod, and tho Convention 
must not forget this, or it may chanco 
that so much of tho old loavon may find 
its way into the now systom as Bhall 
make it as unpalatable us that from 
which wo now seek to rid ourselves.

She is propelled by two 4uu horse 
power engines fed by 8 boilers and 24 fur- 
naces ; engines, boiler* and surroundings aie 
protected by b% inohes of solid iron plate. 
Her outside plating is inches iron Gft below 
ber water lines. Sbo has bulkheads fore and 
aft her artillery room. Burdocks arofiva 
ia number— and whou sailing or in battle- 
orders are given by telegraph from station to 
Btaiion on board. Sha carries 80 tons of 
powder stored in two magazines, protected 
by 5} inches s.) lid iron platoing. 



From Portland — The steamer Active, 
Captain Floyd, arrived here at balf-pa u t 
seven yesterday morning, having left Port- 
land on Ihe night of 7ih inst; sho was de- 
tained by fogs on the river before reselling 
Astoiia.

Thb Atlantic Cadle Co — When this com- 
pany charged a tariff of £25 for n message by 
their line, the receipts per day were £505; wheo 
reduced to £10, tho receipts were £579; when 
again reduced to £5 5s, tho receipts rose to 
£685. A further reduction, no doubt, wonld 
give a greater receipt, What a pity it is 
our sleoraboat companies cannot see tht- 
soanduess of tho polioy of cheap fares — ol 
accommodating the tariff upon travelling, to 
iho means ol all classes.

Indian Corn — Some very fine stalks of 
Ludian corn, a sample of ovor an aero, may 
be seen at this ollioo, which were grown by 
Mr Lester on Salt Spring Island, this season. 
Eight feot eight feet high id hardly an aver- 
age and thoy aro very productive. They 
wore grown from seed imported by Ibe 
former Aar'cullnral society which was givei. 
to one of tbo eeltlers on the Island, who 
again redistribtted and cow a considerable 
extent of ground is planted with Iho same 
yeurly ; only one evidenco of some of the 
benefits to bo derived from Agricultural 
Societies. It is pleasing to bo able to no.- 
tice from time to lime, the many proofs ol 
tho iocreaso of our agricultural interests, 

Cable Rbsubrkction — Tho stmr Diann 
returned yesterday with the reniaius of the 
submarine telegruph cable laid two years 
since between this and San Juan Inland. It* 
rocovery occupied twer.tyfour hours continu- 
ous Inbor with a pateut capstan, loaned for 
tha oocasion by our friend AlcQuade. Most 
of the cable was found to be sound and read} 
tor fature servico should ocoasion require, 
and will beheld in reserve for future emer- 
gencies. 

Screw steamers hava been put to the 
test of close comparison by the Canard Co. 
The Sculia is a side wheel ship and tbt 
Java a screw. The former consumes mort 
than double Iho coals per ton per mile. On 
onr coast tho great cost of fuel would seea 
to give preference to screws, and we under- 
stand they are of cqiul speed or nearly so. 
The Cunard Company has changed to BCiews 
altogether.

Editor Colomist, — If you and I, Mr 
Editor, wero woll to do in the world, and 
many of onr friends wero to rush upon us all 
of a sudden, and insist that it was undoubted- 
ly necessary, for our very oxistence, to tuke 
upon ub without delay, the business of pork 
butobering lot us say for example, should we 
not as sonsiblo men, immediately ask tho 
why and wherefore, and should we bo con- 
tentod or convinced with mere assertion in 
plaoo of argurnonl, and be ready at tho mere 
reiteration of the ory ' pork bulohering my 
boy ' to lay aside our peace and comfort and 
with doubtful prudence enter on n business of 
which wo know laterally nothing? I doubt 
even if we should be inclined to do so if we 
wero badly off or wanting employment ; no 
ono likes entering on n venture wilhout en- 
quiry, uulosa ho is a fool, Now does not the 
present position of Confederation with Iho 
Dominion of Canada bear this aspect 1 
Hero wo aro, if you like it, very badly off 
("but I don't admit il) and we are urged, 
bogged, intreatcd, threatened, on tho subject 
of Confederation, but ore or hava any argu- 
ments in its favor been put forth! declama- 
tion, outcry, assertion, is col argument. We 
want to know what it will do for us ; and 
what harm it will do us. Mr Bull has put 
forth some nrguments per contra, rather ably 
I think , bat no one attempts to refute them 
except by counter oharges of Btupidily, 
blindness, or faolious opposilion. Either 
give us arguments founded, or reflate those of 
the opposite parly, I say lo friends of Con- 
federation, for unless you do so, depend upon 
it you won't carry Confederation by acclama* 
lion. 

Now, as in the United Slates, all sorls oT 
dodges are hud recourse to, to win votes on 
tho eve ol a Presidential Election, such as 
iho Eight- hour Bill, &c. ; so in this country, 
tho promoters of Confederation endeavor to 
win tho popular cry in their fuvor by making 
t appear that we aro OTer taxid, misgovern- 
ed, einbnrassed financially, and on tho eve of 
destruction, and that thus any chaogo must 
be advantageous. This is iho constant cry of 
the Press, this is what goes abroad . Now I 
ask you Mr Editor, do you in your heart be- 
lieve that this country is one jot moro finan- 
cially embarrassed than she was some five 
years ago? Now for a few facts. Tho 
grand ombarrnssmeut of tho Colony is hor 
public debt, amounting at this moment, for 
tho United Colony, to 81,200,000, for which 
sinking fund and interest, wo hava to pay 
annually just a quartor of our revenuo, i. e. 
about §130,000. Now, is the publio awaro of 
this faol that, that sum has to be every year 
Bent to England ; I doubt il, but still this 
was exactly tho state of tho case five years 
ago, tbo public debt has not increased ono 
jot. Put wc arc tho less embarrassed than 
we were five years ngo by a reduction in the 
Civil List of S90.000 I ;'. e. iu tho now united 
Colony ver$us tho two former Colonies. 
Everybody knows who cares to find it out, 
that tho revenue is steadily increasing, that 
tho temporary loans are gradually being 
diminishod, lhat tho Col.iny is paying its 
way, that agriculture, stock raising, the 
lumber trade, mining, flour manufaotnre, .to., 
are all on the increane, and yet for Confedera- 
tion purposes wo ore lold tbut we aro fatally 
ornbarrassod, drowning, and bo en. Now let 
tho question, of Confederation be fairly met ; 
met as honest men, nnxious, not for our own 
but our country's good. What good will 
Confederation do us? First of all, il will 
swallow us up. We shull lose our idontity. 
Our lumber exports, fisheries, gold, w:ll be 
Dominion gold, lumber, fisheries. Then it 
will be a change of matters. Wo now 
acknowledge tho Government of Downing 
atrcot, then we shall hail that of Ottawa or 
Montreal, now we ondcavor to get a hearing 
and with somo litilo success in the Briii'-b 
P a rliament tor our Grievances, then in vain i 
will uur miserable three or five members raieo 
thoir puny voices amid the clash of conflict- 
ing Dominion interests. But Canada will 
tuke o"er our Loan ; certainly sho will, but 
she will at the same time take over what 
tec are new re-paying it with and more 
besides, she will, as Mr Bull says 
truly, have a tax ng power aud won't 
forget to uso it, while worse than all 
these taxes, instead ol being spent in the 
country, as rbey now aro, will bo sent to 
Canada to be spent thore.^and thero will be 
extra taxation, for the Local Government 
must be maintained. Moreover, if wo go in 
now we can nev.r yet out again, while it is 
always open for us at any future time, to 
vjoio tho Dominion if wo think good. J5uf 
Canada will make us an Overland road. It 
may be so, but if I err not, Great Britain ere 
two years, will bo compelled, if she wants to 
retain hor China trade, to make an Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad, better than a waggon 
road I trow ; and who shall say that the 
waggon road will havo any aciual results 1 
From all I bear, things are prosperous in 
Canada, and certainly if a Canadian farmer 
reads the Colonist he will never set foot 
in Columbia, i. e., if he has the slightest 
prospoct of success in his own eountry. But 
then we shall have such able Executive officers, 
suoh open-hearied, generous, thrifty, progres- 
sive officials. Don't you believe it; men are 
very much aliko all tho world over, and I 
think this Colony may comparo favorably 
with other parts of tha world, as regards the 
honor and freedom from jobbery of its 
officials, and I havo heard that Cunuda is 
riot so celebrated. 

What I hopo is, nay what I believo in, 
that ibis colony will wait two or three years 
before sho jumps blindfold into this Con- 
federau'on. Let us seo tbo actual results of 
Union of V I with the mainland. Lot things 
havo limo to recover. Give tho Governor and 
the Govertment (air play and assistance in- 
Btead ol censure nod opposilion. Let us bolieve 
in and build up our own future, and wo 
shall then be implored to como Into the 
Dominion on our own terms instoad of 
rushing into it on theirs. Let our public 
press overflow with articles an J facts, ad- 
vancing aud illustrating actual progross und 
prosperity inBiead of toeming with porsonal 
invectivo and dotostcd Boll-abuse, no fatal in 
its effeota on immigration, aud (hen i 



federation may be hailed with pleasure by all 
right thinking men, inBiead of being as it is 
now, nn actual bugbear, with which email 
children aro put to sleep, and large ones 
i, e. those of seuso and substance, aro utterly 
dieguBtcd.
